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McCoy calls out Building Inspector 


Too many mistakes, claims McCoy

WILMINGTON - Selectman Michael McCoy 
took Wilmington Building Inspector Daniel Paret 
to task for a mistake made in the permitting of a 
new eatery at the Colonial Park Mall on Lowell 
Street. 

Richard and Christine DeAngelis, owners of “As 
Good As It Gets Café,” appeared before the 
Board of Selectmen earlier this month and were 
granted a Common Victualer License. It was 
subsequently discovered, however, that the cou- 
ple's plans to increase the number of seats in the 
proposed restaurant from 20 to 53 seats should 


have been noted by the Building Inspector, and 
should have triggered a site plan review by the 
Planning Board. 

I thought I was meeting all the requirements of 
what the town was looking for,” Richard 
DeAngelis told the Board. “So, I went ahead and 
built it, and I was back and forth to the town a 
number of times going over what I was doing. 
Never once was it told to me that I was putting 
in too many seats.” 

Booths had been specially made, equipment to 
serve 53 people - plus take-out business - was pur- 
chased, and a staff to accommodate 53 guests 


Where's the fire? 


Taylor competes in the ‘toughest two minutes in sports’

WILMINGTON - The New 
England Firefighters' 
Challenge captures the essence 

, of every firefighter's job - an 
urgent race against time and 
an extreme test of strength and 
endurance, The event is often 
described as the toughest two 
minutes in sports. Firefighter 
Chuck Taylor proudly repre- 
sented Wilmington's Fire 
Department as he competed in 
that challenge. 

The Challenge took place on 
June 23rd and 24th at the 
‘Tsongas Arena in Lowell and is 
comprised of five tasks com- 
pleted in immediate succes- 
sion. The first is Highrise Hose 


Carry in which competitors 
climb a five-story scaffolding 
tower and deposit a 45-pound 
hose pack, which is connected 
to the water supply, on the top 
floor. The second task is Hose 
Hoist where competitors pull a 
45-pound donut roll of hose to 
the top of the tower, hoist it 
over the rail and drop it in a 
designated square. In the third 
task, known as Forcible Entry, 
competitors must descend to 
the bottom of a tower and pro- 
ceed to a forcible entry 
machine where they must 
advance a 160-pound beam five 
feet using an eight-pound shot 
mallet. The fourth task is the 
Hose Advance in which com- 


petitors pick up a charged hose 
line, advance it 75 feet, then 
crack the nozzle, hit the target 
with a water stream, shut down 
the nozzle and put it down to go 
on to the next, and final, task. 
The fifth grueling task is called 
Victim Rescue and simulates a 
rescue with competitors drag- 
ging a 175-pound mannequin a 
distance of 100 feet across the 
finish line. 

Taylor summoned all his 
strength and utilized every bit 
of his endurance training skills 
in the competition. Taylor 
trained at CATZ (Competitive 
Athlete Training Zone) on 
Concord Street in Wilmington.

In a memorandum the Board, Building 
Inspector Daniel Paret acknowledged that he 
had erroneously issued a special permit to the 
restaurant. 

“I created the problem by failing to flag the 20- 
seat requirement at the appropriate time,” Paret 
wrote in his memorandum. 

Selectman McCoy, who also owns a restaurant 
on Lowell Street, criticized Paret, who McCoy 
claims has made similar mistakes in the past 
and should know better. 

“This is nothing against you,” McCoy told the 


DeAngelis’, “but there is a process here, and this 
is not the first time (Paret's) said, 'Oh, geez, I 
made a mistake,’ or whatever.” 

In light of the fact that the DeAngelis' went 
through the permitting process in good faith, and 
that the an error was made by the Town, the 
Board voted unanimously to grant the 
DeAngelis' a temporary Common Victualer 
License, to expire on August 13th, to allow for the 
appropriate permitting process to be conducted 

Later on in the meeting McCoy returned to the 
subject, blasting Paret and indicating that Paret

A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear. 


Facing off with the wrong end of a bulldozer 


WILMINGTON - Wilmington officials faced 
down construction companies not once but twice 
on Andover Street. The two episodes took place 
only 200 yards, but 14 years, apart. 

‘The bizarre episodes were tied to the construc- 
tion, and later the reconstruction of Interstate 
Route 93. 

In April 1959, then Town Manager Alfred 
Calabrese blocked Andover Street near the DPW 
garage, in order to block gravel trucks from the 
Campenella & Cardi Construction Co., which 
built two sections of Route 93. Calabrese even 
went so far as to have a ditch dug halfway across 
the street. 

The trucks were hauling gravel from the prop-

claiming that another nearby gravel operation 
had been licensed for one dollar. 

Ruggerio owned eight acres of land and said he 
wanted to remove the gravel in order to land- 
scape his property. He did not file a contour plan 
or post the required $5,000 bond. 

The construction company sent a front-end 
loader to fill in the ditch, after which Calabrese 
blocked the road with his 1958 Ford. The standoff 
lasted most of the morning. Calabrese eventual- 
ly backed off after consulting with Town Counsel 
Philip Buzzell. 

Fourteen years later, the Ruggerio property 
was again involved in a standoff, but this time, 
Ruggerio was the victim of trespass.

Everyday here, I 
witness the usual 
grind of Americans 
at work. They are 
from all over the U.S. and they do their 
little part, which collectively makes up 
the big war effort known as operation 
Iraqi Freedom.

Just yesterday, a fellow airman and I 
were attempting to drive to the other side 
of the base, when suddenly; about half 
way to our destination, the truck just 
ceased working. No sooner did we push 
the truck to the side of the road, than an 
up-armored Humvee (military Jeep) 
equipped with weapons pulled up behind 
us. Two American Soldiers offered their 
assistance in securing the vehicle on the 
side of the road. We jumped into the back

year of experience under their belt, and 
eight months to go. As I asked them what 
exactly they do as medics, they told of 
their job in Baghdad treating Iraqi's 
wounded in conflict. They continued to 
tell us about the difficulty of their job, as 
most of their patients are kids between 13 
and 20 years old. Apparently, a lot of the 
youth here are influenced by American 
western movies depicting the glamour of 
contemporary gangsters. They don't 
realize that it is not true until they chal- 
lenge an army convoy and lose the battle 
quickly. These kids are not terrorists, but 
misguided into thinking they are invinci- 
ble, and by challenging the Soldiers, they 
prove their courage to others. 

Upon hearing this, I quickly said 
"Thank you for what you do.” 

I truly appreciate their contribution. 

Their response to us was, “Thank you,

because without the Air Force we would 
not have good food in our chow hall, or all 
the equipment we need to do our job 
effectively." 

At that moment I realized that we are 
not fighting this war alone, but together.

Biden plan for Iraq gains strength in Senate 
Finegold vows to take up fight in House 


ANDOVER State 
Representative and 
Congressional candidate Barry 
Finegold released the following 
statement today regarding 
Iraq, as the three-state plan put 
forth by Senator Joseph R 
Biden, Jr. and Les Gelb has 
gained increasingly broad sup- 
port in Washington and contin- 
ues to emerge as the best 
avenue towards an eventual 
peace in the war-ravaged coun- 
try. 

“I am very pleased to see that 
both Democratic and 
Republican Senators have 
become co-sponsors of a resolu- 
tion designed to push for a 
three-state solution for Iraq,” 
said Finegold. “This is a cause 
I look forward to fighting for in 
the House of Representatives. 
This administration's recent 
surge strategy is not working 
and we need a change.” 

Senator Barbara Boxer, one of 
the strongest proponents for a 
withdrawal deadline, recently 
signed on as a co-sponsor of 
Biden's resolution, along with 
Senators Brownback and 
Hutchinson. The resolution 


urges decentralization of the 
Iraqi government and creation 
of the semi-autonomous regions 
for Shiites, Sunnis, and Kurds. 
“Division has been successful 
in the past in regions where a 
strong dictator was removed 
and where ethnic factions had 
to find a way to live in peace,” 
says Barry. “It can work here 
too. Any legislation that puts 
Senator Brownback and 
Senator Boxer on the same side 


of a debate is an innovative,: 


truly non-partisan strategy for 
tackling our nation’s most crip- 
pling crisis. With the adminis- 
tration starting to consider this 
plan too, it seems that some 
folks in Washington are finally 
starting to wake up to the reali- 
ties we face and the potential of 
this diplomatic solution.” 
Recently Bush administration 
officials have shown a greater 
willingness to consider the 
strategy that would send power 
back to the different tribes and 
regions in Iraq. In essence, the 
plan would divide Iraq into 
three states governed loosely by 
a central government. The plan 
also calls for the regions to 


share oil resources, for an over- 
arching diplomatic strategy 
with regional partners, and a 
drawdown of U.S. forces in the 
region.

The foreman was determined 
to have the work continue. 
Since his equipment operators 
were not on strike, he sent 
large Euclid earth-movers over 
the road, hauling the rocks to 
Benevento. Then a Registry of 
Motor Vehicles officer stopped 
an earth-mover and ticketed 
the operator for driving an 
unregistered, uninsured vehicle 
on a public road. 

Wales was determined to keep 
working, and they needed to 
move that rock. So they cut a 
new road, roughly parallel to 
Route 125, from the Route 93 
work site over to the Benevento 
pit. 

On Saturday morning, May 
19, 1973, Wilmington Highway 
Supt. Bob Palmer noticed the 
new road crossing Andover 
Street, near the high-tension 
power line. A guardrail of old 
utility poles had been cut on 
the left, and a rough road went 
off to the east, on the right. 

On Monday morning, as soon 
as he had dispatched his crews 
for their work, Palmer drove up 
the hill to see what was going 
on. 

His brother, Police Sgt. Jay 
Palmer was already there. Bob 
Palmer returned to the high- 
way garage. 

The earth movers were travel- 
ling over John Ruggerio's prop- 
erty, rather than on Benevento 
property, where there was a 
swamp. 


But the last earth-mover to 
enter the Ruggerio property 
got into trouble. The front end 
got into mud, and the machine 
was bogged down, blocking the 
trail that had been blazed 
through. 

That was the situation when 
the Town Crier arrived. Sgt. 
Palmer was on the scene, and 
so was Officer Jim Rooney. Sgt. 
Don Mercier, in plain clothes, 
was also present. 

Andover Street was rebuilt in 
1959 at the time of the building 
of Routes 93 and 125 (after the 
ditch episode) and its construc- 
tion is heavy duty. There are no 
cracks in the surface except 
where the earth-movers were 
crossing. 

John Ruggerio was quite 
upset. His property had been 
cut up, without his permission. 
The earth-mover was stuck on 
his property, and he was pre- 
pared to stop anyone from 
entering his property. 

Across the road were the two 
Curtis brothers, Bob and Larry. 
The new road also crossed their 
property. It also crossed the 
property of Bob Corey and a 
parcel of town-owned land. 

Everything was quiet. A cou- 
ple of Wales employees stood 
around, obviously waiting for 
something. That something 
soon arrived - the company's 
biggest bulldozer. The blade 
was 17.5 feet across, and 
bystanders said the bulldozer 
weighed 87 tons. It was the 


biggest bulldozer in New 
England, an Allis Chalmers 
HD41, which actually weighed 
70 tons. 

A Wales foreman proposed to 
drive the bulldozer across 
Andover Street after it had 
been unloaded. He was going to 
free the earth-mover. 

Sgt. Palmer stopped him. He 
was not going to allow that 
heavy machine on a 
Wilmington street. The fore- 
man stuttered and sputtered 
for a moment, then got into a 
light truck and drove away. 

He was back very quickly. He 
had been to the office of the 
highway superintendent, only a 
quarter of a mile away. 

“It's all right!” he announced 
to Sgt. Palmer. He said that the 
highway superintendent was 
only worried about the gas line, 
and he would take care of that 
with planks, 

Sgt. Palmer thought that the 
foreman was lying. He jumped 
into his cruiser and went to see 
the superintendent - his brother 
Bob. The story Bob told Jay 
was different. He had said he 
would have to call the Lowell 
Gas Co., and that he had not 
given permission to run the 
bulldozer across the street. 

It wasn't long before a 
Lincoln Continental arrived on 
the scene. The man who got out 
was one of the owners of the 
Wales Co., a Mr. Walsh. 

Sgt. Palmer was firm. That 
bulldozer was not going to 


cross Andover Street. Walsh : 
headed for the cab of the trac- = 
tor, and in so doing handed a: 
severe insult to Mg. Ruggerio, - 
saying, “Get out of the way, old 
man.” + 
But Walsh never got a chance - 
to move the tractor-trailer. Bob « 
Palmer jumped into his car and < 
parked it across the new road, : 
completely blocking the: 
entrance. If Walsh was going to : 
enter the property, he would: 
have to move Palmer's car 
first. And that was something - 
that Bob Palmer did not pro- 
pose to allow. 

After some time of mutual 
glaring, Walsh got into his car 
and left, muttering something 
about a town where “you can't 
even cut down trees.” 

Later that day, someone from 
Wales Co. proposed to move the 
earth-mover using a cable. 
Palmer decided that was the 
way to do it, and he offered no 
objections. 

But Ruggerio still had a big 
scar on his property where the 
bulldozers went through. He 
wasn't finished, he said. He 
wanted damages. 

The last laugh came about an 
hour after the earth-mover had 
been moved off Ruggerio's 
property when the truck dri- 
vers' strike, which had caused 
Wales to use the earth movers 
in the first place, was settled.

TMHS Athletic Director retiring 


Bob Aylward left his mark as 


To" 

He spent 28 years as a football 
coach in four different stints. He 
toured three states, Colorado, 
Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire. Four different teams 
he spent hours upon hours, prac- 
tice after practice, game after 
game, film after film, win after 
win, loss after loss with hundreds 
upon thousands of high school 
and college football players. He 
was successful everywhere he 
went. He was part of the 
University of Northern 
Colorado’s history making unde- 
feated team. He was part of four 
Super Bowl teams here at 
‘Tewksbury, and he was also part 
of four playoff teams during his 
five-year stint at Nashua High 
School. 

No matter what uniform he put 
on, Bob Aylward compiled an 
amazing 123-566 record during 
his 18 years as head coach at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School. He won 101 games 
between his first stint from 1974 
to 1989, which included two Super 
Bowl trips, taking home the 1985 
title with a 24-13 win over 
Bridgewater-Raynham. 

He went North from 199 to 
1994, compiling a 35-19 record as 
a Purple Panther, heading the 
Nashua High School program to 
four playoff trips. He returned to 
Tewksbury in the fall of 1995, 
reeling off two consecutive unde- 
feated regular seasons, taking 
the 1995 team back to the Super 
Bowl where it was defeated by 
Walpole, only to beat the same 
team the following year in dra- 
matics, on the final play of the 
game, 20-19, which ended 
Aylward’s absolutely phenomenal 
coaching career. 

All in all, as a head coach over 
23 years, 18 at Tewksbury and five 
at Nashua, Aylward had a career 
record of 158-75-6, an amazing 66 
winning percentage rate. 

“There's just so many (coach- 
ing) memories,” said Aylward. “I 
just don’t know (where to begin). 
We've had so many different kids 
do so well and my memory is just 
an overall memory that I hoped I 
had an affect on those kids I was 
fortunate to coach,” 


From player to coach

hopes of trying out for the 
Patriots, and ended up playing in 
the semi-pro league, suiting up 
for the Lowell Giants of the 
Atlantic Coast Football League 
where he was named the league’s 
Defensive MVP as a linebacker. 
But the thoughts of reaching the 
next level wasn’t going to happen. 

Then Aylward received a phone 
call from his former collegiate 
coach Fritz Shurmur, who 
thought the 25-year-old would 
make a good assistant coach. 
Aylward packed his bags and 
headed West to the Mountains, 
becoming the offensive line 
coach for the University of 
Northern Colorado Division 2 
program (1AA now), while get- 
ting his master’s degree in physi- 
cal education. From that point 
on, from 1970 to 1996, Aylward 
was a football coach. And a darn 
good one at that. 

“As a coach, (Bob Aylward) is 
someone that everyone aspires 
to,” said Wilmington High 
Athletic Director Ed Harrison. 
“He’s the best. Personally, he's 
the best football coach that I 
know of. No question.” 

Aylward spent two years at 
Northern Colorado, enjoying the 
program’s first ever undefeated 
season back in 1970. He and his 
wife, Norma Jeanne were ready 
to settle down in Colorado, before 
a trip to the furniture store 
changed their entire lives and so 
many lives of thousands upon 
thousands of student-athletes at 
‘Tewksbury High School. 

“We were set to buy a three-bed- 
room, yellow brick house in 
Greeley (15 miles north of 
Denver) and were in the store, 
ready to put down $1,600 and pay 
$166 a month for a bedroom set, 
when it suddenly hit me hard that 
if we stayed in Colorado, our kids 
would never spend time with 
their grandparents who all live 
here (in Massachi 

“I asked my wife if she wanted 
to com#¢ back to the area and she 
hit the roof - in a good, happy 
way. I've never regretted that 
decision.”

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ends Fred Bellissimo and Jon 
Ritchie. After the 1973 football 
season, Aylward was appointed 
the head football coach at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School taking over for Bob 
Vadeboncouer. 

His first two seasons were up 
and down, both teams finishing 
with a 54-1 record. During that 
first season, Aylward said he 
went through the worst defeat of 
his coaching career, a 40-9 thump- 
ing to Andover a game that still 
to this day sets front on his brain, 
remembering piece by piece of 
how much it took out from under 
him, wondering if he what it took 
to be a head coach. 

“By fag that was the worst 
defeat of ‘my career,” he said 
“That was such a heart wrench- 
ing defeat. It took me a long time 
to get over that loss.” 

The following year, 1975, the 
Redmen started off strong at 5-0, 
before finishing the season at 0-4- 
1, another gruesome final nine 
weeks of the season that really 
tore Aylward apart emotionally. 
The following fall, 1976, was 
another year to remember. Again 
the Redmen started off 5-0, and in 
week six they would line up 
against Andover. The Warriors 
came in to the match-up with a 
39-0-1 record in their previous 40 
games, while having a roster 
compiled of three 200-plus pound 
running backs, and a handful of 
players who went on to presti 
gious collegiate —_ programs, 
including one player who suited 
up for Boston College the next 
year. 

“I think the defining moment in 
my coaching career was this fab- 
ulous win we had against 
Andover,” he said. “In 1976 we 
played them, and they were an 
awesome team. I think they came 
into the game with a 39-0-1 
record. I can remember that 
game play-by-play. That was such 
a great one. That defined so 
many things.” 

But that game, that win almost 
never happened. It almost cost 
‘Tewksbury it’s greatest football 
coach ever. 

“The game was scheduled to be 
played at Tewksbury and I 
remember having a meeting 
because it was raining out and 
our field was a mess,” remem- 
bered Aylward. “Dick Collins was 
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jam-9pm * Friday * Saturday Jam-6pm * Sunday Noon-Spm 


the Andover coach and Dick 
Swift was the Andover Athletic 
Director at the time. The princi- 
pals and superintendents of both 
schools were there too. 

“Anyway, I was told that the 
game was going to be played at 
Andover and I remember I 
jumped up to the table so quick 
(towards the Tewksbury school 
officials), I said to them, if the 
Tewksbury football team plays 
this game at Andover, they will 
play for a different coach 
because there's no way those 
(Tewksbury ) kids deserve to trav- 
el, there's no way. We play at 
‘Tewksbury - that’s where we play. 
And if it’s not good enough, than 
that's too bad.” 

Aylward went on to describe the 
ensuing events. 

“We got rained out on Saturday 
and we played the game on 
Sunday and oh boy what a win 
that was. We beat them 7-0. All of 
their backs were over 200 pounds 
and they had a kid who started at 
Boston College the next year. 
They had three backs who were 
over 200 pounds - their entire 
team was huge. And here we are 
with a running back who was this 
big and weighed 135 pounds. 
(Another Tewksbury running 
back) Jay Petros weighed 145 
pounds and we had a nose guard 
who was 5-foot-4. It was almost 
laughable but boy did they play 
tough. 

“I think that was the defining 
win of my career. That brought 
tremendous credibility to our pro- 
gram only to have it nearly 
destroyed at Wilmington on that 


probably the m¢ frustrating 
game I've ever coached to this 
day.” 

Aylward didn’t shy away talking 
about the Turkey Game loss to 
Wilmington, coming against a lot 
of the kids he coached only three 
years prior as freshmen and 
against his pals, Bellissimo and 
Ritchie, who he only shared plays 
and ideas with 36 months earlier. 

“As bad as the score sounds 
from that game, it wasn’t that 
bad,” he said. “They converted all 
kinds of fourth downs. They 
would have the ball and get three 
yards, one yard, two yards and 
then four yards for first down. 
Plus we jumped off sides five 
times during the game. I tell you

Family stuck together 

Five years later, now with three 
children, Aylward’s 1981 season 
was one that lasted probably 
three lifetimes. On one side, he 
was behind the bench guiding the 
team to its first Super Bowl 
Appearance where it would line 
up against Peabody. During that 
week of preparing the team for 
that championship title, his 
youngest son, Tommy, who was 10 
at the time, had a stroke. He had 
to go through all kinds of physical 
ordeals to get back to the 
strength of a normal 10-year-old 
but for Coach Aylward, his wife 


and his family, that week was 
devastating not knowing what 
would happen to their baby son. 
“I remember Brian coming to 
me and saying that mom wants to 
see you right now,” said Bob. “I 
thought that (Tommy) had a con- 
cussion, but then we all knew that 
this was much more serious. I 
remember talking loudly to 
Tommy trying to keep him awake 
while I was driving to Saints 
Memorial (Hospital), He had no 
reactions on the entire right side 
of his body. With this first stroke 
Tom's right side of his body was 
paralyzed.”

A game, and a practice that 
DiRocco will never forget, and 
he says was a day that put the 
team into the Super Bowl game 
two years later. 

“I was a sophomore and we 
had lost to Billerica, 2-0. (The 
next practice) we were doing 
half lines which meant the line- 
men lined up as running backs 
and the running backs lined up 
as linemen. (Bob Aylward) was 
getting frustrated - so he got 
right in there going up against 
all of us and you could do that 
back then, you can’t do that 
today. And he would have his 
cigarette and he would hold it in 
his clef of his chin. He used to 
do that. It would be stuck there 
in his chin and you would just sit 
there and watch. 

“He was getting so frustrated 
(with us) that he flipped his hat 
around backwards, threw the 
cigarette away and he got right 
down there and say let's go. We 
knew he meant business when 
he threw the cigarette away. The 
kids were coming at him and he 
was hitting them and back then 
you could do that. But he was 
pushing them aside, left and 
right and he was right in there 
like one of us. 

“That day of practice, I never 
worked harder - even more than 
those morning camps when all 
you did was run and kids were 
vomiting all over the place. It 
was the hardest practice I went 
through in my entire life. You 
left there and you were crushed 
- it was just all hitting, running, 
grabbing and we were out there 
until it was dark. We were 
sophomores at the time, but 
when we were seniors we never 
forgot that practice.”

On the Trojan Horse 


Four years after that magical 
and emotional 1981 season, 
Coach Bob Aylward’s 1985 club 
was the first state championship 
team he had. His oldest son 
Robbie was the team’s quarter- 
back, arguably the best to ever 
play for the Redmen. The sec- 
ond son, Brian, was the team’s 
halfback and safety and just a 
sophomore. His youngest son, 
Tommy, was a freshman and a 
part of the varsity program, and 
yes four years from suffering 
two strokes. 

That 1985 team went undefeat 
ed winning all ten regular sea 
son games. The Redmen 
advanced to the Super Bow! and 
came away with a 24-13 win over 
t water-Raynham 
‘Trojans. 

“The great highlight I had was 
when I coached all three of my 
sons and we won a superbowl 
(in 85),” Bob Aylward once said 
“Tom was just a freshman that 
year but he was part of the pro- 
gram, I also coached with all 
three of them and won a super- 
bowl (in 1996).” 

In that same 1985 season, Bob 
Aylward took over as the 
school’s athletic director. He 
served until 1990. Due to many 
different reasons, mostly politi 
cal, Aylward decided he had to 
make a move. He left Tewksbury 
High School as the football 
coach and as the athletic direc. 
tor, and went North coaching 
the Nashua Pride High School 
team from 1990 to 19%. In his 
five seasons there, he coached 
the Purple Pride to four playoff 
appearances, winning 35 games. 

Two weeks ago when the Bob 
Aylward retirement party was 
held at the Longmeadow Golf 
Banquet Hall, Aylward spoke 
highly of the friends he made 
while at Nashua. A big table of 
friends traveled down from New 
Hampshire for their friend, and 
while Coach Aylward was talk: 
ing about his days there and 
saying how fortunate he was to 
be able to coach those kids, one 
gentleman in the crowd inter- 
rupted Bob. “And all of us in 
Nashua want to thank you Bob 
for everything you did for our 


kids.” 

And kids is what Bob is all 
about. He loves every kind of kid 
there is. Athlete, musician, 
chess player, film director, men- 
tally challenged - they all were 
the same to him. They were his 
children - each and every one of 
them. And most of all, he loved 
Tewksbury children. After five 
years at Nashua, he knew it was 
time for him to come home. 

On the week of May 17th, 1995, 
Aylward was one of four final- 
ists as the Tewksbury High 
School football coach as Joe 
DelGrosso's contract was not 
renewed. 

“I love it here,” said Aylward 
during the week of being a final- 
ist. “And I miss it terribly. I gave 
my heart-and-soul to this pro- 
gram and town for many years 
and I will continue to do that if 
I'm named (head coach).” 

Three days after that inter- 
view, he was named head coach. 

“I just can’t wait to get going,” 
he said after officially becoming 
the coach. “I’m really excited 
and I feel like I'm back to where 
I belong - were my roots are.” 


Final two years 


Strangely enough when Bob 
Aylward returned as Tewksbury 
High Football coach in the fall 
of the 1995 season, the first 
game on the schedule was 
against Westford Academy. It 
was twenty-two years earlier 
when he got his first win of his 
coaching career at Tewksbury 
against the same Westford pro- 
gram. That September day in 
1995, the Redmen thrashed the 
Ghosts, 40-0, but Aylward wasn’t 
all that thrilled. 

“This is a great start,” he said 
after the game. “In all humility, 
I feel our kids worked very hard 
and deserve the victory, but 
they also made a lot of mis- 


e mistakes were correct- 
ed. Tewksbury won its next four 
games to go to 5-0 before knock- 
ing off both Chelmsford, and 
Lowell in consecutive weeks. 

Tewksbury beat the Lions, 

27 Chelmsford always 
seemed to have a hard time 
against the Redmen during Bob 


Aylward’s coaching career. 

“I first met Bob when he was 
coaching an all-star game, but 
then when he was coaching at 
Tewksbury, I was coaching at 
Chelmsford and I've always had 
the utmost respect for him,” 
said Chelmsford athletic direc- 
tor Jack Fletcher. “For years 
we couldn't find a w: 
him to be honest with you. He 
would have great teams and we 
would have some great teams 
and we just couldn’t find a way 
to beat him. 

“When Tommy Caito left, Mike 
Esposito and myself were 
coaching and I believe it was the 
second game of the season. We 
thought we had a pretty good 
chance at them and we were 
ahead. But you knew how dan- 
gerous the situation was if they 
had the ball in the final two min- 
utes of the game. You look and 
you would just say ‘OK what are 
they going to do next’? It was 
fun to play against him, and I 
know the kids enjoyed it too.” 

After knocking off Chelmsford, 
again Bob Aylward had a hard- 
ship during the middle of an 
undefeated season. Just days 
before meeting up with Lowell in 
a huge MVC showdown, Bob's 
father, John passed away. 
‘Tewksbury did go on to dramat- 
ically defeat Lowell, 21-14, and 
the team dedicated the win to 
Coach Bob Aylward and his fam- 
ily. 

“This is our year, really,” said 
running back Tim Lavoie during 
the celebration of the win 
“Today we won this one for 
Coach Aylward.” 

Several weeks later Tewksbury 
defeated Haverhill which 
clinched a spot for the Super 
Bowl. The Redmen had to travel 
to Walpole and take on the other 
Redmen at their place. Trailing 
21-0 at halftime, Tewksbury put 
on a second half show, and came 
back only to fall 28-14. 

“These kids made themselves 
proud, they made their families 
proud and they made their com 
munity proud,” said Aylward 
after that loss. “I do honestly 
believe they left it all out on the 
field.” 

Back on the field a year later, 
Tewksbury again wiped through 
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the Merrimack Valley 
Conference, winning the league 
title, and being matched up with 
Walpole again, this time on a 
cold, rainy December night 
under the lights of Boston 
University. This time Tewksbury 
won the game, again in dramat- 
ics, 21-20, on the final play of the 
game. Walpole had scored a 
touchdown as time expired mak 
ing it a one-point game and 
elected to go for two to win the 
game. 

“We couldn't stop them coming 
down on us until that final play,” 
said Aylward, “It happened so 
slow. That play took forever. It 
took forever. What we did was 
we put up an eight man front 
Jon Bombach you could see 
started to make this great pene- 
tration - with that penetration it 
forces the runner to come back 
a little bit. Now coming intight 
we had (Tim) Lavoie coming in 
to a B gap, and we were able to 
fill both A gaps, and then 
(Dave) Shunamon was on out- 
side linebacker and he came 
around (to make the tackle 
before the goal line allowing 
Tewksbury to win) 

“I'd love to make this more 
dramatic but from where I was 
standing, I couldn't tell (what 
had happened), All I knew was 
my heart was in my throat 
Then I saw all of our kids jump- 
ing in the air, and they held 
them. It was great - it was real- 
ly great. I don't mean to 
demean any kid or any teams 
that we've had because there's 
been so many great memories, 

hat last game (in 1997 

2% the Super Bowl) is a 

long lasting memory I'll never 
forget.” 

And that was it for Coach Bob 
Aylward. That was his last game 
as head football coach. It was 
win number 158 in his career 
and win number 123 in 
Tewksbury. It was the school’s 
second Super Bowl champi- 
onship and he guided both 
teams to victory. He is the best 
football coach Tewksbury's ever 
had.

From his beginnings in art at 
Burlington High School, William Duffy has 
set out to prove that the old fashioned meth- 
ods canbe merged in with newer high-tech 
methods to produce sculpture that has the 
lasting quality of great art to it. 

“One thing that I have always done is to keep up 
with the latest technology that would be conducive 
to my work,” Duffy said during an interview in his 
Baltimore, Maryland studio. 

A look around the studio shows that Duffy certain- 
ly is well acquainted with the classical style of archi- 
tecture. He has many pieces that are works in progress, 
as well as many molds of works that have already been 
completed. 

However, he also has several examples of pieces that 
he has created by taking the idea out of his mind and transferring 
it to a computer program. Once the work on the computer is done, 
the file is then shipped to a foundry that has the equipment to 
“print out” his work as a finished piece of sculpture. 

When using the computer Duffy explained, “I sculpt in virtual 
3D (three dimensional) modeling software called Rhino *, The pro- 
gram works with the material.” 

Duffy produced a piece that he calls “The Sphere,” which he has 
been working on in several different materials from plastics to 
bronze, over the past 10 years. It is an intricately designed set of 
anatomically correct human bodies intertwined to form an orb. 

According to Duffy, the computer allowed him the capability to 
create the different textures and angles that are found in the intri- 
cate work, 

“The computer allows for very complex forms on a very large 
or very small scale that I couldn’t ordinarily do because they are 
so complex,” Duffy said. 
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However, for his most recent piece, which is bring- 
ing Duffy international acclaim, Duffy relied on the classical 
sculpting methods. The piece is called “The Clinton 12,” depicting 
the first 12 black children that were allowed into a state-supported 
high school in the south. 

It was recently dedicated at the Green McAdoo Cultural Center 
in Clinton, Tennessee, the site of the original high school. Much 
research was done on the event before the work on the piece was 
undertaken. This included interviews with 11 of the 12 participants. 

A piece on the website www.largeart.com (Duffy’s management 
company ) states; “We became completely immersed in this project. 
We studied dozens of photographs and video footage taken at the 
time of these historic events. 
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“We made several trips to 

Clinton Tennessee to learn the 
history from the people directly 

involved. We were able to meet 11 of the Clinton 12 personally 

“We learned that not everyone reacted to these events the same 
way. Some were afraid, some were proud and determined, some 
were angry and some were ambivalent. We would eventually por 
tray this range of emotions in bronze.” 

(The “we” in the above statement includes Duffy's business 
manager Richard Rist of Large Art Company) 

In creating the moving piece, Duffy studied photos of the 12 chil 
dren as they looked on that August 27, 1956 day, He then made his 
drawings and started his plaster casts. 

These were then placed into rubber molds that the “negative 
would be made from.

Too bad there are clouds on 
the horizon, or more specifical- 
ly, a cloud-gliding stranger in 
the city to toss a cosmic wrench 
into Reed's and Sue's romantic 
plans, The Silver Surfer (voiced 
by Laurence Fishburne) zips 
across the skies like a comet, 
sparking environmental anom- 
alies and creating massive 
craters in the Earth at every 
turn. With frightened citizens 
wondering if God's wrath is 
upon them, the U.S. govern- 
ment enlists the aid of Richards 
and crew to stop the mysterious 
Surfer. 

The Surfer's appearance 
inadvertently awakens Victor 
von Doom (Julian McMahon), 
whose lust for power lures him 
to the alien visitor. A meeting 
between the two leads to an 
ominous warning from the 
Surfer: "All that you know is at 
an end." Not the most encour- 
aging words, and soon Doom is 
siding with the government and 
the Fantastic Four to help stop 
the Surfer. 

"Rise" is exactly what a 
superhero movie should be: an 
entertaining, family-friendly 
popcorn flick with doses of 
humor, heroism and heart. Alba 
has grown up a bit since the 
first Fantastic Four film (in 
2005) and it shows in her perfor- 
mance and presence. Chiklis 
has embraced The Thing, all 
but channeling the gruff power- 
house directly from the printed 
page. Gruffudd has found his 
comfort zone with the otherwise 
dull Reed, and Evans again 
shines as the Human Torch. 

This film is more enjoyable 
than the last, especially since 
the origin story (who the char- 
acters are and how they got 
vas already told 
in the first Fantastic Four film 
So this time around, director 
Tim Story gets to spotlight the 
characters' diverse powers. And 
the visual effects team does an 
amazing job bringing those 
powers to the screen, from 
Reed's malleable body to Sue's 
invisible force fields.

The long drawn out process 
can take several months or in 
some cases years to complete. A 
piece such as this took the 
knowledge and training that 
Duffy has acquired over the 
years since his days at 
Burlington High School. 

According to Duffy, who was 
born in Cambridge and moved 
to Burlington at a young age, it 
was the move to Burlington that 
was under development that 
sparked his interest in art and 
particularly sculpture, With all 
of the new houses being built in 
the town, he had a ready supply 
of scrap wood that he would 
play with and try to create dif- 
ferent things. 

When he got to the ninth 
grade he met his “extraordinary 
art teacher” Eleanor Marvin. 
Marvin showed a great interest 
in the young artist's creative 
ideas, 

“She has had a huge influ- 
ence on me ever since, Duffy 
said. “She recognized the talent 
I had and told me ‘you're going 
to art school.” 

After graduating from high 
school, Duffy followed his 
teacher's advice and eventually 
graduated from the Museum of 
Fine Arts School in Boston with 
Bachelors Degree in Fine Arts. 
While at the school, Duffy 
received as much of an educa- 
tion studying the sculpture and 
architecture on his daily walk to 
the school, as he did from his 
instructors. 

According to Duffy, his day 
would start when he woke up in 
his apartment in Boston’s North 
End and start out with an 
espresso at one of the local cof- 
fee shops. He would then stroll 
through Faneuil Hall Market 
Place studying the sculptures of 
historic people and events. 

This would continue as he 
climbed over Beacon Hill and 
walked through —_ Boston 
Common and the ensuing 
Boston Public Garden, From 
there he would go down 
Commonwealth Avenue study- 
ing the many sculptures on that 
esplanade and then through the 
Back Bay looking at the archi- 
tecture of I. M. Pei’s John 
Hancock Tower and the Boston 
Public Library. This would 
bring him to the Fenway where 
he could study more sculpture 
and architecture on his way to 
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the school. 

After graduating from the 
MFA, Duffy went to Princeton, 
New Jersey where he attended 
the Johnson Atelier Technical 
Institute of Sculpture. The 
school was founded by Seward 
Johnson, a member of the 
Johnson and Johnson family, 
who was interested in the cre- 
ation of “public art” such as the 
pieces of people sitting on 
benches that adorn Faneuil Hall 
and Davis Square in Somerville. 

“Basically (the school) was 
a new foundry,” Duffy said. 

While at the Institute he 
helped in the casting of a piece 
by several different: artists. 
Along the way he received what 
he describes as a valuable edu- 
cation in metallurgy and weld- 
ing as well as an insight on the 
latest in new technologies that 
he now employs in his work. 

After graduating from the 
Institute, Duffy next went to the 
University of Maryland, College 
Park, Maryland where he 
received his Masters in Fine 
Art degree from the 
University's Maryland Institute 
College of Art in Baltimore 
where he then taught for a year. 

After a year of teaching, 
Duffy felt the urge to spend 
more time on developing his 
own pieces and that is when he 
bought his present studio in 
Baltimore. However, because of 
his work with three dimensional 
sculpting on computers, Duffy 
is still invited back to the 
Institute and other schools as a 
gust lecturer and instructor. 

Although living in Baltimore 
and its suburbs now Duffy still 
has close ties with New 
England as his four sisters and 
one brother still live in the area. 
They are Colleen Bird of 
Tewksbury, Nancy Meuse of 
Woburn, Jane Garchinsky of 
Woburn, Judy Holder of New 
Hampshire, and Timothy Duffy 
of Burlington. 

Duffy also keeps in touch 
with Eleanor Marvin who now 
lives in Ogunquit, Maine. He 
recently visited there and also 
met up with old friend Don 
Gorvett another artist with 
Burlington roots. 

Duffy noted that several suc- 
cessful artists got there start in 
the Burlington schools. Among 
them he named cartoonist Bob 
Swift and Jeff Weaver who now 
does his work in Gloucester.
